cents when we close our eyes to the 
fact that 70 per cent of the baby qut- 
casts, made to suffer for the sins of 
their parents die from neglect. 


"Infant mortality statistics are an 


index not merely of thy number of in- 
fants who fail to survive their first 
year, but of the conditions surrounding 
infancy and early childhood. 


"The significance of the infant mor- 


tality rate is not alone in the sacrifice 
of infant life but of even greater social I 
importance are' the impaired physical 
development 
hardships 
and .social 


handicap likely to be the lot of many 
who survive. 
The unfavorable condi- 


tions surrounding children born put of 
wedlock are clearly shown by the fact 
that infant mortality among them Is 
invariably found to be far in excess of 
the mortality among infants born In 
wedlock. 


The shocking conditions disclosed 


by an analysis of infant mortality sta- 
tistics are-indicated in figures secured 
In the-study of Illegitimate birth in 
Boston and Baltimore. In Boston it 
was found that in one year the mor- 
tality rate among children of legiti- 
mate birth was 95 while infants born 
out of wedlock was at the rate of 281 
per 1000. In other words the mortal- 
ity rate among children of Illegitimate 
blfth was three times 
greater than 


among children born in wedlock. 


"In Baltimore it was found, white 


legimiate children died at( the rate of 
95.9 while the Infant mortality of white 
children of Illegitimate birth was 315.5 
or 3.3 times as great." 


The surveys disclosed a startling 


number of married men among fa- 
thers of Illegitimate 
children, Miss 


Lundberg said.

fuel oil and other substitutes for coal 
will solve the problem for the present. 


"Only two countries of the world, 


the 
United States anil the United 


Kingdom, today have reasonable as- 
surance of sufficient coal to operate 
tlielr industries at capacity during the 
coming winter," Mr. Broderlck says. 
In order to attain this security a 
definite limit has been placed upon the 
amount of- British coal available for 
export, and in the United States ex- 
ports have been automatically held In 
cbeck by measures taken to assure 
domestic supplies. 
The fuel problem 


is the foremost question facing the 
industry of every .country of western 
Kurope, except the United Kingdom. 
It Is also to the fore in a Dumber of 
countries outside Europe, chiefly those 
countries of South America which 
have heretofore been dependent on im- 
ported coal.
